The Army of Northern Virginia, from the battles of Cross Keys to that of the 
Seven Days and the emergence of Stonewall Jackson as hero and strategist- this backgrounds 
the stories of Roan Catlett, Forney Manigoult, and young Davin Ancrum. Coming in as raw 
recruits, they were blooded, died the little deaths of fighting men, and sensed, before 
their return home the weight and power of the Northern forces. The episodes of their Army 
life are interspersed with sections on the military tactics and manoeuvres of North and 
South with illuminating snapshots of the personalities involved- Stuart, Ashby, McClelland, 
Banks, etc. Forney steals hogs, fears death, and is wounded; Davin gets the measles, 
carries out family commissions, and scouts in a balloon; Roan becomes too steeped in kill- 
ing and later despair- but all three come through alive and with awareness of the integrity 
of their fight, of the sapping of their youth, and of the travail yet to come. There's a 
bugle note to the telling that calls out again the brave, sad days and the brave, young 
men- for an audience- primarily masculine and Civil War minded.

And of how later she found ww 

the responsibility of the mill hers, though she did not want it, and of how she built it 

into a mill which went beyond what the South had thought adequate- despite opposition 

ended, perhaps fortuitously, by violence.

Edna Lee's The Queen Bee built on the reputation 

of her The Web of Days This may well repeat the success of that first book. Again- as 

with the others- the setting is Atlanta and its environs, and the theme of the false 

standards of the Old South is a recurrent minor note in a story reflecting changing times.

A quiet, well-sustained and thoroughly adult novel, in which the side issues 
take precedence over the central theme, and furnish its color. A career diplomat, am- 
bassador to Iran, retires and returns to a middle west town to settle in his ancestral 
home on the hill. The plot revolves around the reclamation of a portion of his family 
estate, and bit by bit the town becomes involved in the legal action. At the close, 
as the Ambassador deeds the land to the town as a public park, he finds he has made 
peace with his past. But what stays by one is not the story, but the early chapters 
in Iran, with the flavor of the Near East, its conflicting pulls and newly awakened 
nationalism. The Ambassador's three children, with their sophisticated, internation- 
al background, furnish unexpected moments. The youngest finds America a wonderland, 
and sees his native land from an off center point of view. His older brother, at 
college age, views democracy, American style, with a fresh approach. And the sixteen- 
year old sister is nostalgic for the East and loyal to her Moslem sweetheart, a loyal- 
ty which threatens international repercussions.

* If another novel realistically based on an actual phase of war operations 
can be absorbed by the public, this is first rate reportage cast in fictional form. 
The rescue forces brought into play when a plane is downed are cross sectioned,- the 
ship and complement of men assigned to sea rescue work; the scouting planes; the 
weather man and the staff at the plane's home base- and of course the men downed in 
the Channel are the characters around whom the story is built. One gets flashbacks 
of their home problems, their hopes and aspirations, but chiefly one gets the men 
themselves, unglamorized, unsentimentalized. The sea and the men assigned to ships 
and planes are the stuff of which hero tales are made.

The central characters of Cloud on the Land (1951), Lucy and Angus MacLeod, 
come to crisis over the slavery issue which troubled their early years of marriage. 
The time is 1853- on the MacLeod plantation in Virginia. Angus and Lucy, their four 
children, Madame MacLeod, Angus grandmother, an invalid but still alert - and about 
forty slaves form the household and field workers. And Lucy still finds slavery the 
ultimate insult to man. Then a "rented" slave is about to be sold- and Lucy steps in, 
and with the help of her brother-in-law, manages to get her away to New York- and 
thence to Canada. Three heart-breaking years in New York, where slum life, seen 
through her sister who works among the people, shows her that slavery is not confined 
to the South. And finally she returns to face the trial for her crime, only to miss 
Angus en route. He gets back just in time; a wily lawyer finds a loophole and the 
case is dismissed; and Lucy and Angus find that a deeply shared love bridges even 
their differences. Dramatic, moving, and one can forgive occasional theatrical ef- 
fects and occasional sentimentality, for the author writes well and with color. The 
book is recommended, too, for a somewhat new light on an era before the issues came 
to a head. Thoroughly readable.

The 
author's widow had the complete manuscript, and Mr. Rowe was able to bring it up to 
1885. Then he added 3 chapters of his own, bringing it up to the last decade. The 
end result is a history in the light of the best scientific finding in the social 
sciences and allied field. It disregards conventional history writing. It stresses 
shifts in manners and mores which paved the way for historical change. It avoids 
the pitfall of most history as a "portrait of the ruling classes". Another basic 
tenet is the assumption that a nation's continuity is based not on race but upon the 
stability of the people. With this in view the text reevaluates Charlemagne's mili- 
tary campaigns, which he terms "police expeditions" - and other facets of France's 
history.

The year when General Grant rebuilt the Army of the Potomac into a 
fighting force. The year when men like Sherman and Sheridan made their names. Once again 
Catton has told a many times told story with zest and drama, color and pace. He has made 
strategy and manoeuvre good reading. He has used anecdote where it points the issue. He 
has drawn vivid pen portraits, balanced his own opinions and conclusions with those of 
others, quoted from the records of fighting men and their officers. Many times the Army 
of the Potomac- and later the Army of the Shenandoah- rubbed elbows with catastrophe, but 
Grant and Sheridan never accepted defeat. There were new factors to be considered:- trench 
warfare, new weapons, artillery support, Negro troops, and Lincoln's gradual control of 
political factors. This series will stand up in years ahead as a sound contribution.

While this may fit into a niche for those who demand every minute facet of the 
Jefferson data, the average reader will find it neither good Jefferson nor good Dos Pasos. 
It is difficult to cut through the verbiage to the thesis. It is certainly not biography; 
the text ends abruptly with the withdrawalof Jefferson and his daughter from the yellow 
fever-ridden Philadelphia of the Washington administration. The author digs back into the 
backgrounds of two continents to explore the roots of events on both sides of the water, 
but frankly-to one reader at least- throws little light on events or personalities in their 
actual relationship to the creation of a living portrait. A disappointing book, which 
scarcely rates the publisher's claim as “the most revealing one-volume book on Jefferson 
yet written."

There was a book some time ago, 
Hoaxes (Macmillan), which covered much of the same territory but this will apprise a com- 
ing group of readers of the variations that the life of the party, the clown and the more 
subtle prankster can effect on suffering (or appreciative) companions (they might not be 
friends at the end of some of these). The “Low Man" digs deep into history, for the origin 
and practice of this form of humor; does not condone the unkind, unpleasant and sometimes 
unfortunate japeries; and does uphold the wit and planned perpetration that derides pom- 
posity and smugness, and adds to the jovial aspects of a mad world. Skylarkings in special 
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fields, in the small town, in grandpa's day, currently and among the literary, Holly- 
wood-ites, social, state and sports denizens - here is the anatomy of what is melan- 
choly to some - hilarious to others. And there is the biter bit, to even out. Horse- 
play, trickery, high and low - at least in reading the joke won't be on you.

Lyons, Eugene Little, Brown- D.S. & P. 
OUR SECRET ALLIES: The Peoples of Russia $4.50 


Back in 1937 Harcourt, Brace published one of the first closely reasoned 
records of the disillusionment of a one-time advocate of Soviet Russia, Assignment 
in Utopia. Lyons - reporter for U.P. - was there for six years, during which his 
hopes for a new way of life suffered violent reversals, and he began to see through 
the eyes of the people of Russia the species of slavery which was being imposed. Now, 
when the climate of opinion has swung almost wholly towards this view he has written 
another and more powerful indictment of a system which has enslaved the peoples of 
Russia, and of the policies stemming out of Yalta, which have identified Stalin 
(now Malenkov) and his gang with Russia, and sacrificed "our secret allies" to the 
cause Of containment. It is a damning picture he has drawn as he explores every 
aspect of surface claims, and shows the falsities. Perhaps the biggest news value 
lies in the revelations of the reception of the Germans as saviors (and their sub- 
sequent betrayal of the people of the conquered area that trusted them). Perhaps 
the biggest blow to American- and Allied- esteem lies in the role played in wantonly 
sacrificing refugees and prisoners and DP's who fought against being returned to the 
masters- and death or slave labor camps. lLyons' voice is another witness to the 
crimes of these labor camps. Historically, he marshals evidence to prove successively 
the failures beneath the claims of success in the fields of justice, labor discipline, 
elimination of opposition on the agricultural front, endorsement of the system by 
the youth of Russia, treatment of minorities, etc. etc. When Lyons the reporter is 
speaking he is completely convincing; his facts speak for themselves. The reader 
accepts his thesis that our policy must change at the roots- our hopes lie only in 
the strength of opposition in the hearts of the people. When he attempts to chart 
@ course he seems somewhat visionary. Wishful thinking overrides the cold hard 
facts. He does not feel that war is inevitable; he does think we must take the 
initiative and capitalize now on the continuing civil war within Russia itself. 
That we must get to the peoples of Russia a sense of confidence that they are not 
exempted from the promises to release captured people from slavery. Absorbing-en- 
lightening- controversial. Definitely a good blow struck for a positive role of 
democracy.

J. ROBERT OPPENHEIMER AND THE ATOMIC STORY $2.75 


An excellent contribution to Messner's Shelf of Biographies shows the au- 
thor's developing talents as a biographer (see his books on Ralph Bunche and Louis 
Braille) and sharp profiles both of a great scientist and the science he helped 
create. An informal yet balanced first chapter, that sets the pace and style for 
the rest, tells of Oppenheimer today and his work at the Institute of Advanced Study 
at Princeton. The backward glance that follows, at his childhood, his extraordinarily 
broad interests and talents, his education through his early twenties, conveys the 
fascination of a personality whose great accomplishments were predictable at the age 
of seven. It was not science alone that interested Oppenheimer. All through youth, 
his absorption in history and the arts makes him one of the few fully educated men 
alive today. New discoveries, professorship at Cal Tech, marriage, the war and the 
bomb project are the familiar remainder of his story. Mr. Kugelmass parallels this 
with the development of atomic theory with which they were inextricably bound. (10/21)
